Two 
days later Mr. Hammarskjoeld was 
informed that Isracl had. withdrawn 20 
miles. This wasa gesture to show Israel's 
readiness to comply with the terms of the 
U.N. resolution of November 5 

A reply is, however, still being awaited 
from Mr. Hammarskjoeld as to how 
Israel can be safeguarded ‘against future 
aggression by Egypt on land, sea, and 
in the air. if is believed that a further 
meeting will be held between Mr. Eban 
and Mr. Hammarskjoeld to discuss 
Israel's request. for security.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


RECONCILIATION 


“Behold how good and how 
pleasant it is for brethren to dwell 
together in unity” (Psalm exxxiii, 
v. 1). 


OW admirably the Psalmist’s 
observation suits the theme 
of the current reading from 

the Pentateuch. The theme of this 
portion is the reconciliation of 


Joseph and his brothers. Hatred 
and bitterness had ‘led to their 
forced separation. The passing 


years brought realisation of per- 
sonal weaknesses, but now that he 
had identified himself to thm 
Joseph pleaded that all rancour be 
forgotten. His exile must be 
regarded as divinely ordained in 
order that in the fullness of time 
he might serve as the “ preserver 
of hfe.” 

There ts reason to believe that this 
theme of reconciliation inspired the 
prophet Ezekiel, whose vision forms 
the subject of the current Haftara. He 
Saw the descendants of Joseph and 
Judah reunited after long and bitter 
strife. The schism which hud divided 
the kingdoms was to be healed and 
the sorrows which had overwhelmed 
both parties were to bring about a 
change of heart. The severed paris 
were to be joined together and both 


would acknowledge the supremacy of! 


kingdom of God. The Divine 

Presence would dwell in their midst 

“ They shall be My people, and 1 shall 

be their God.” 
This prophetic vision

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


RECONCILIATION 


“ Behold how wood and how 
pleasant it is for brethren to dwell 
together in unity” (Psalm cxxxiii, 
v. 1). 


OW admirably the Psalmist’s 
observation suits the theme 
of the current reading from 

the Pentateuch. The theme of this 
portion is the reconciliation § of 
Joseph and his brothers. Hatred 
and bitterness had led to. their 
passing 
years brought realisation of per- 
sonal weaknesses, but now that he 
had identified himself to them 
Joseph pleaded that all rancour be 
forgotten. His exile must be 
regarded as divinely ordained in 
order that in the fullness of time 
he might serve as the “ preserver 
of life.” 

There is reason to believe that this 
reconciliation inspired the 
prophet Ezekiel, whose vision. torms 
the subject of the current Haftara. He 
Saw the descendants of Joseph and 
Judah reunited after long and bitter 
strife; The schism which had divided 


the kingdoms was to be healed and 


the. sorrows which had overwhelmed 
both parties were to bring about a 
change of heart. The severed parts 
were to be joined together and both 
would acknowledge the supremacy ot 
the kingdom of God. The Divine 
Presence would dwell in their midst 

“ They shall be My people, and I shall 
be their God.” 

This. prophetic vision bréathes a 
message of hope and. comfort: -not 
because -it describes a reality. for the 
vision has not vet beén tulfiiled. but 
because it sets a goal for which men 
should strive: 


THE ‘struggle between brothers. is, 

indeed. a pathetic feature of our 
times. Ihe venom. displaved by 
various. schools of thought within 
Judaism is ulmost frightening. The 
irrational approach to differences 
engenders sinful: bitterness The 
indulgence in heresy hunting practised 
by. both elements only reflects the 
weakness of those concerned, for those 
seek to: point to the faults. o! 
others are themselves not entirely free 
from. guilt. If one genuinely: desires 
to search for the truth. reasonable and 
sane methods. must be adoptéd, Abuse 
and calumny. cannot achieve positive 
results. but only .serve to drive a 
greater wedge between the two parties: 

Our: history reveals that throughout 
OUT .Career . as people we- have 
developed different schagols of thought

Anglo-Jewry’s Esteem 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Testimony to the esteem and affec- 
tion in which Mr. Neville Laski, Q.C., 
is held in the Anglo-Jewish community 
was demonstrated at a dinner given in 
his honour at the Washington Hotel, 
London, on Sunday. 

The dinner, arranged by but not under 
the official banner of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, was held to mark Mr. 
Laski's recent appointment as Recorder 
and Judge of the Crown Court at Liver- 
pool. Among the 200 guests were many 
Anglo-Jewish personalities prominent in 
all branches of the legal profession and 
representative of nearly every facet of 
Jewish communal life in this country. 

The toast of Mr. Neville Laski was 
proposed by Lord Cohen and seconded 
by Mr. Barnett Janner, MP... President 
of the Board of Deputies Mr. Robert N. 
Carvalho, President of the AJ.A., was 
in the chair. 

Both Lord Cohen and Mr. Janner 
pointed out that at a critical time in his 
career Mr: Laski, who ts now 66 years 
of age. had sacrificed his chances of 
professional advancement to his sense of 
duty. to the Anglo-Jewish community 
when, in 1933, he became President of the 
Board of Deputies, an office which he 
held with distinction until 1940. :

Opening the proceedings, Mr. Carvalho 
referred to the many messages of con- 
ratulations which had. been received 
rom prominent personalities unable to 
be present. including Viscount Samuel, 
Mr. Justice Karminski, and Dr. A. Cohen, 
Past President of the Board of Deputies.

“Be Gentle With 
Ishmael 


Lord Hailsham, the First Lord of 
the Admiralty, speaking at a dinner 
held by the Oxford Conservative and 
Unionist Association on Friday of last 
week, said that the United Nations 
Charter, if it was to survive, must not 
be allowed to degenerate into an 
instrument for promoting anarchy and 
racial spite. 

“It cannot be used as a cloak under 
which a number of nations can slowly 
strangle a small nation to death, as Egypt 
was seeking to Israel,” he said, 
“or in which a small nation can apron 
indefinitely the unwillingness of a large 
nation to employ the terrific force at its 
command, as Egypt had tried to do to 
us. 

He had always sympathised with the 
Arab viewpoint on the Israeli question, 
Lord Hailsham said, but the policy of 
extrusion, of extermination, into which 
Nasser’s ambitions had encouraged the 
Arabs, was “ simply not on.” The Arabs 
needed the West, the West needed the 
Arabs. 

* And to Israel I would say: I sympa- 
thise, never more deeply, with the desire 
of Jews throughout the world to return 
to the land of promise after so many 
years. of rsecution and exile. But 
remember the curse of Naboth’s vineyard. 
It would be an ill chance which brought 
you back to the land of your fathers if 
you incurred the curse of Jezebel. 

“Be gentle to Ishmael: 
brother. Let not ‘the ripening of the 
harvest you gather from the deserts you 
have reclaimed be at the expense of those 
who have dwelt in the land for centuries. 
Resettle the refugees ; offer them generous. 
terms or compensation. It would be a 
small price to pay for the good will of 
your neighbours. 

“And to the United Nations | would 
say this. It is not in the long run Britain 
and France who ate on trial over. this 
issue. It is not even in the long run 
Israel or even Egypt. It ts the U.N.

No Support From Government 


From a Correspondent 


The reasons why the British 
Government could not support any 
Bill to prohibit the Jewish method 
of slaughter. of animals are contained 
in a letter sent by Mr. G. R.. H. 
Nugent, M.P., Parliamentary Secre-

SOLVING ISRAELI-ARAB DISPUTE 


Socialist International’s Views

Delegates attending the meeting of 


the. Council of: the Socialist Inter- 
national, held last week-end. in 
Copenhagen, showed considerable 


understanding for Israel’s position and 
were anxious. that Israel's action in 
Egypt should not be mixed up with

The entire movement seemed deter- 
mined to find a constructive solution to 
the Arab-Israeli dispute, according to Dr. 
S. Levenberg, who, together with Mr. 
Reuven Barkat and Mr. David Lifschitz, 
represented Israel at the Council mecting. 

The Danish Prime Minister told. the 
Council that he had instructed his U.N. 
delegation to press energetically at the 
United Nations for direct talks betwéen 
Israel and the Arabs. 

Particularly strong support for ITsracl 
came from M. Pierre Commi, the Acting 
Secretary-General of the French Socialist 


‘Party, and the Dutch spokesman, Mr. 


Vermeer, who said he had been 
authorised by his. Prime Minister to say 


that Holland, while condemning the 
Anglo-French action, considered that 
Israel's move had been ‘an. act of self- 
defence. 

Mr. Hugh Gaitskell, M.P., though also 
critical of the Anglo-French intervention, 
made it clear that he had no quarrel with 
France for supplying arms. to_ Israel, 
He agreed that Israel had been provoked, 
but thought that her retaliatory action was 
in no way comparable with the Egyptian 
raids. Socialists must, he said, help: to 


- produce a final settlement in the Middle 


East.

Rabbi Swift Voices 
Protest

Rabbi M. Swift, Principal Rabbi of 
the Federation of Synagogues, speak- 
ing at a m'lava malka at the Syna- 
gogue Hall, 262 Commercial Road. 
E.1, on Saturday evening, said that the 
Jewish voice had not been heard at 
the meeting held last week at. the 
Albert Hall to protest against the 
atrocities committed in Hungary The 
Jewish voice would, he said, have 
been heard there. before the war. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury ‘and 
other speakers had spoken vigorously 
against what had happened in Hungary. 
But no Jewish voice had been raised at 
a time when Jews were expelled from, 
and interned in, Egypt. 

He atiributed this silence to the fact 
that, perhaps, the Jewish people had 
become inured to so much suffering that 
they had accepted it as almost a 
commonplace occurrence. Another 
explanation was that today the Jews of 
the Diaspora. relied on the Government 
of the Jewish. State. 


Knesset Resolution 


Rabbi Swift, who spoke in Yiddish, 
referred to the resolution adopted by the 
Knésset . that the United = Nations 
Assembly and diplomatic representatives 


in. Cairo should. take. effective steps to 


stop the persecution of Egyptian Jews. 
“ But three Jews,’ he said [the Com- 
munist members], did not raise their 
hands. in favour of this resolution.”

PLIGHT OF REFUGEES 


Alleged Antisemitism in 
Camps 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Hungarian Jews who have escaped 
to Austria are refusing to stay in the 
camps because of the antisemitism of 
Hungarian non-Jewish refugees, 
according to Rabbi R. Posner, the 
Rav-elect of the West End Great 
Synagogue, who has been visiting 
Austria to ascertain what can be done 
to assist Jewish refugees. 

The latest estimates give the number of 
Jewish refugees at ‘over 5,000 and the 
“Jomt,’ which is looking after their 
welfare, is understaffed and unable to 
cope with the situation, said Rabbi 
Posner. Additional workers, as well as 
clothing and funds for refugees living 
out of the camps. are urgently needed. 


Government’s Warning 


Most of the refugees insisted on living 
outside the camps. mainly in Vienna, 
hecause of the hostile attitude of 
Hungarian non-Jewish refugees. There 
had, said Rabbi Posner, been = anti- 
semitic incidents in the camps, and the 
Austrian Government had isstie? a warn- 
ing that it would not tolerate further 
antisemitism. Another difficulty was that 
there was no kosher food in. the camps 
The Orthodox Jewish community had 
helped to alleviate this problem — by 
Setting up a kosher kitchen. 

Rabbi Posner said that he had been 
informed that most of the Jews had fled 
because they feared the Hungarians, not 
the Russians: He had heard cases of 
Jewish refugees being denounced by non- 
Jewish refugees on the border and turned 
back. 

Only about 150 Jewish refugees had 
asked to emigrate to Israci. and the Jewish 
Agency had immediately arranged for 
their transfer, Many of the others 


wanted to go to: the United States, but. 


these people, said Rabbi Posner, would 
probably have to wait some time before 
leaving. Comparatively few people 
wanted to emigrate to Britain, and Rabbi 


Posner thought more might be dane -

FAMILY’S ORDEAL 


From our Correspondent 

A Jewish family were among. the 
first Britons expelled from Egypt to 
arrive in: England last week. The 
family—-a man. aged 66 and his wife 

and daughter-—-are staying in Luton. 
They are sharing a. tiny bed-sitting- 


room with their other daughter who 
arrived im England herself a few months 
ago. But because they have relatives 
still in Egypt they asked that their names 
should not be published. — 

The family, all of whom were born in 
Cairo, are British citizens of Gibraltarian 
origin. When they icft Egypt they were 
allowed to. take only £E£20 out with them 
and a few articles of clothing. In the 
‘plane with them were 13 other British 
subjects and 33 French people. Before 
they were allowed to board the aircraft 
the family were subjected to a ruthless 
customs examination. “ They threw all 
our clothing into the air,” said the father 
of the family, “and tried to find some 
pretext for keeping us in the country.” 

Most of the time. the daughter acted 
as spokesman. “ When the door of the 
‘plane was finally closed,” she said, 
“and we were airborne, | said to myself, 
Thank God!’ ” 

Jews in Egypt, she’ went on, were 
being terrorised there. and it was “ like 
Hitler's Germany all over again.” 
“Incidentally,” she added, “you see 
plenty of Germans in Cairo these days.” 

Her father told me that: “A Jewish 
business man carrying a brief-case was 
arrested in the street. They said he was 
a parachutist! ” 

His daughter interrupted: “The Jews 
in Cairo are so scared they will not even 
open their windows.” She said that there 
was no active Jewish life m Egypt at 

resent, although synagogues had not 

en damaged, people were 
allowed to use them for prayer. Most of 
the leading Jews in Cairo had been taken 
to internment camps. These included Mr. 
Salvidore Cicurel, the President of the 
community and the owner of the city’s 
biggest store. 
incarcerated in the camps for the past 20 
days. Even an American Jewish family 
had been escorted to a camp, but the 
father of the family had been expelled 
from the country. “* They are frequently 
doing that-—-separating families.” 
All Bruish- and French-owned shops— 
many. of them Jewish—have been taken 
over by the Government, the family 
informed me The Egyptian people 
themselves were now- talking of how they 
had “*“‘ won the war with the British, 
French, and Israelis.” 

The family. want to start hfe afresh 
here, and to find jobs and a new. home.

STATE AID SOON FOR DAY SCHOOLS 
£7,000 Raised at Annual Dinner 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The North-West London Jewish 
Day Schools are “on the brink of 
State-aided status.” their Patron, the 
Chief Rabbi, declared on Wednesday 
of last week, when he and Mr. Joseph 
Collier were the guests of honour at 
the annual dinner in aid of these 
schools, held at the Porchester Hall in 
London. | 

There was no appeal! for funds at the 
dinner, but as a result of the gathering 
the sum of £7,000, including a donation 
of 1.000 guineas from Mr, Collier, was 
realised, 

The State-aided status has, in principle, 
already been granted to the North-West 
London Jewish Day Schools by the 
Ministry of Education in ‘conjunction 
with the Middlesex County Council, but 
this is subject to the completion of a 
building scheme for those schools. The 
full cost of the scheme, I understand, 1s 
£45000. but only about £24,000. will have 
to be raised by the. local community, as 
£15.000 will . be -provided the 
London Jewish Educational Foundation, 
and £6.000 from the M.C.C. for the 
building of the dining-hall. Once the 
new building it completed and the State- 
aided scheme. comes into operation, the 
maintenance of the. Schools will 
mainly covered from public funds, the 
local Jewish community being financially 
responsible only for the upkeep of the 
school grounds and far pari of the. pro- 
vision of Jewish religious instruction. 


Completion By 19538 


Presiding over the dinner,. Rabbi M. 
Eandy, Han. Principal. of the Schools, 
stated that the foundation-sione: of the 
new building was to be laid carly next 
year and that the whole building scheme

In the words of the Moscow 
broadcast, the exhibition shows “ Port 
‘Said after a severe bombing ” carried out 
by Anglo-French aircraft. It shows the 
tremendous damage caused to dwelling- 
houses, factories; works, hospitals, and 
schools—all “ the result of barbarous 
bombing.”” Some photographs also show 
** thousands of dead ‘'—including women, 
children, and. old. people+-among _ the 
ruins. All this propaganda put out by 
Moscow. radio about the exhibition 1s 
intermixed with “ slanted comments and 
expressions of sympathy for the struggle 
of the Egyptian people. 

The opening of the atrocities exhibi- 
tion was accompanied by an article in 
Izvestia entitled * The Road to Suicide.” 
The article, by. a leading Soviet political 
commentator, Mr, Petrov, accused Israel 
of acting as a “cat’s-paw”’ of outside 
imperialist forces‘ and denounced the 
rulers of. Israel for having prepared 
a “perfidious attack on. Israel's 
neighbours.” 

The writer denied that Israel had any 
need to act in self-defence, alleging that 
‘extremist circles in Israel: were gripped 
by a thirst for‘aggression and expansionist 
ambitions... Intoxicated. by the * posi- 
tion-of-strength policy, the rulers of 
Israel have hurled themselves headlong 
into an aggressive gamble thereby under- 
mining the international .position of: the 
country.” 

The article concluded by declaring that 
the “baneful and disastrous policy of 
bellicose Zionism which — serves the 
imperialist circles must raise the question 
of the very existence of Israel as a State.

EMERGENCY  J.P.A. 
CAMPAIGN 


‘£1,108,000 Raised To 
Date 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


At a conference of J.P.A. key- 
workers, held at the Washington Hotel, 
London, on Wednesday, Mr. J. Edward 
Sieff, Chairman of the Joint Palestine 
Appeal, announced that the 1957 
campaign—brought forward this year 


‘In view of the emergency situation in 


Israel—has already brought in 
£1,108,000 towards the target figure 
of £2,500,000. 


He pointed out that that amount had 
been raised through over seventy 
J.P.A. gatherings in London and the 
provinces and from a total of 5,000 
donors. 


Mr. Sieff said that as the number of 
J.P.A. contributors last year was 13,000, 
not including the Kol Nidrei Appeal, 
there were at least 8,000 donors who had 
not yet contributed. In addition there 
were a large number of British Jews 
who this year must not be allowed to 
shirk their responsibility towards Israel. 
The large expenditure incurred by. the 
military. operations in the Sinai. Penin- 
Sula, the: extra burden of mobilisation 
and defence, and now the new phase of 
increased aliya from. East Europe and 
the possibility. of immigration. from 
Egypt, Mr. Sieff pointed out, made the 
task of the J.P.A. urgent and acute. 
While they were happy at the impres- 
sive results of the first three weeks of 


the campaign, Mr. Sieff declared, they 


could not remain complacent.

Mr. Abe Harman, who was to have 
been the main speaker at. this confer- 


ence, was delayed in New York because 


of his. duties as a member of the 
Israch delegation to the United Nations, 


and Colonel A. Hoter-Ishay, former 
Judge Advocate-General of. the.

Describing world Jewry as the hinter- 
land of the Israelis now engaged in the 
front line, Colonel Hoter-Ishay said that 
since the Jews within the te were 
bearing the burden of defence, and the 
heavy load of developing the country at 
the same time, they had the moral right 
to expect that Jewry outside should not

schools. held at the Porchester Hall in 
London, | 


There was no appeal for funds at the. 


dinner, bui as a result of the gathering 
the sum of £7,000, including a donation 
of 1,000 guineas from Mr. Collier, was 
realised. | 

The State-aided status has, in principle, 
already been granted to the North-West 
London Jewish Day Schools by the 
of Education in conjunction 
with the Middiesex County Council, but 
this is subject to the completion of a 
building scheme for those schools. The 
full cost of the scheme. | understand, 1s 
£45000, but only about £24,000 will have 
to be raised by the local community, as 
£15.000 will be provided from. the 
London Jewish Educational Foundation, 
and £6,000 from the M.C.C. for. the 
building of the dining-hall, © Once ‘the 
new building it completed and the State- 
aided scheme comes into operation, the 
maintenance of the Schools will be 
mainly covered from public funds, the 
local Jewish community bemg financially 
responsible only for. the upkeep of the 
school grownds and far part of the pro- 
vision of Jewish religious instruction. 


Completion By 1958 


Presiding over the dinner, Rabbi .M. 
Landy, Hon. Principal of the Schools, 
stated that the foundation-sitone of the 
new building was to be laid early next 
year and that the whole. building. scheme 
would be completed by the. beginning 
of 1958. 

Having paid tribute to Rabbi. A. 
Kiepfish.. Chairman of the 
body,. to Mr. S. Birnhak. and.» Mr. J. 
Pasha. both of whom are Vice-Presidents 
of the Schools, and to the -headmaster 
(Mr, A. Wulwik) and his staff, Rabbi 
Landy said that the Schools had no 
political allegiance and did not preach 


governing 


any party politics: their only allegiance 
and adherence were to the principles of 
a living Judaism. 

In his address the Chicf Rabbi said 
that Anglo-Jewry. who had been saved 
from the calamity that had befallen their 
brethren on the Continent, would soon 
be called on to welcome in their midst 
Jewish refugees both from Hungary and 


from Egypt. He was sure that British 
Jewry,. who had themselves found a 
refuge here, would exercise their 


brotherly love and provide every comfort 
to the newcomers, whether they stayed 
here ‘permanently or only temporarily. 
Those of the refugees who elected to 
make their new homes here, Dr, Brodie 
said, must be given every opportunity 
of experiencing all the benefits which 
Anglo-Jewry themselves possessed, and 
particularly in the - field of education. 
Schools such as the one in North-West 
London would be prepared to. take 
refugee children even if they could not 
afford to pay the fees, he stated. — 
The toast of the Chairman and Vice-

Britain’ and France, it appears that. the 
photographs exhibited have nothing to 
show of Israel's conquest of Sinai and 
Gaza. In the words of the Moscow 
broadcast, the exhibition shows. Port 
Said after a severe bombing ™ carried out 
by Anglo-French aircraft. It shows the 
tremendous damage caused to dwelling- 
houses, factories, works, hospitals, and 
schools—all. the result of barbarous 
bombing.”” Some photographs also show 
thousands of dead women, 
children, and old people—among. the 
ruins. All this propaganda put. out by 
Moscow radio about the. exhibition 1s 
intermixed with “ slanted ’’ comments and 
expressions of sympathy for the struggle 
of the Egyptian people. 

The opening of the atrocities. exhibi- 
tion was accompanied by an article in 
izvestia entitled ‘ The Road to Suicide.” 
The article, by a leading Soviet. political 
commentator; Mr. Petrov, accused Israel 
of acting as a.“ cat’s-paw.”’ of outside 
imperialist forces and denounced the 
rulers.. of. Israel for having prepared 
a “nperfidious attack on -Israel’s 
neighbours.” 

The writer denied that Israel had any 
need to act in self-defence, alleging that 
extremist circles in Israel were. gripped 
by a thirst for aggression and expansionist 
ambitions, ‘* Intoxicated by the * posi- 
tion-of-sirength policy, the rulers of 
[srael have hurled themselves headlong 
into an aggressive gamble thereby under- 
mining the international position of the 
country.” 

The article concluded by declaring that 
the “baneful and disastrous policy of 
bellicose Zionism which serves the 
imperialist circles must raise the question 
of the very existence of Israel as a State.”

EMERGENCY JP.A.

£1,108,000 Raised To 
Date 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


At a conference of J.P.A. key- 
workers, held at the Washington Hotel, 
London, on Wednesday, Mr. J. Edward 
Sieff, Chairman of the Joint Palestine 
Appeal, announced that the 1957 
campaign—brought forward this year

Accord- 
ing to the latest reports, the paper’ says, 
the Egyptian military. junta has intro- 
duced a special yellow certificate for 
members of the Jewish race, similar to 
the yellow badge which the Nazis intro- 
duced. “ There is no other way. to des- 
cribe these acts than as crimes against 
humanity.” the paper declares. 

About three thousand Egyptian Jews 
attended an open-air meeting at Mograhi, 


Tel Aviv's “ Piccadilly Circus,’ to demon- 
Strate in protest against the Egyptian 
Government's anti-Jewish measures. 

A number of speakers demanded that 
the United Nations and the Great Powers 
should intervene. 

It is understood that the International 
Red Cross has intimated its willingness: 
tO act as protectors on behalf of the 
Jews in Egypt. Egyptian reaction ‘to this 
gesture has not yet been forthcoming. 
The offices of the Association for 
Egyptian Immigrants in Tel Aviv are 
being thronged by. callers every day 
anxiously asking for news of their rela- 
tives in Egypt. Anxiety has mounted in 
the past few days. following the arrival 
in Israel of a few Jews from Egypt via.

Freeing the Port of Elath

RAS NASARANE 
Two six-inch P. Mark XII guns, 
made in Coventry, on the coast of 
this place, pointing to the Island 
of Tiran about four miles away, are 
tangible evidence of Egypt's aggressive 


-policy towards the Jewish State. 


In this four-mile area there is.a narrow 
passage of some 350. yards about three- 
quarters of a mile from the coast 
of Ras Nasarani through which alone 
ships can pass. A Turkish ship. sunk 
in 1917 in these waters prevents a more 
extensive passage. 

This considerably helped the 
Egyptians in their blockade. sitce to pre- 
vent ships going through only a narrow 
strip of water had to be képt under 
observation by shore batteries. 

The Egyptians abandoned this fortified 


position even before the Israeli Army 
entered, but after it had been attacked 
by the Israeli Air Force. Underground 
bunkers, with comfortable quarters for 
officers, serve to make it clear that. the 


position could have been defended for 


a considerable time. Apparenily, how- 
ever, the garrison had no such desire, 
‘and fled to Sharm e!l Sheik to join 


Egyptian. forces there ‘resisted the 
Israelis for two hours. 

In addition to the six-inch guns, which 
the Egyptian damaged before leaving, 
there are four ithree-inch guns, one of 
which was badly damaged by the Israeli 
air attack.’ The three others are in good 
condition. crew of one of the 
inch guns was, it seems. also killed in 
the attack.

Brutal Treatment of 
Refugees

PARIS 

Mr. Zachariah Shuster, European 
Director of the American Jewish 
Committee, at a press conference here 
last week produced a facsimile of the 
Egyptian Nationality Law promulgated 
on November 23 which. in effect, 
opens the way for the withdrawal of 
Egyptian nationality from all Jews. 

ir. Shuster also produced a photo- 
graphic copy of the November 8&8 issuc 
of the Egyptian Journal of Commerce 
listing 486 persons and firms whose 
property and businesses had been 
sequestrated on the grounds that the 
owners were “under = surveillance, 
interned, or otherwise suspect.” 

With Mr. Shuster was a — refugee 
Jew who had arrived here a few days 
previously... The. refugee, who was 
unwilling to reveal his identity because 
his parents were still in Egypt, declared: 

‘All Jews must leave Egypt... The 
situation of the Jews has become 
desperate and they cannot stay. There is 
a- desperate struggle to obtain transport, 
and a black market has developed in ship 
and. ‘plane tickets.” 

The refugee; who is of. French 
nationality, was arrested by the police 
at his home during the night and taken 
to the Mintstrv of tthe Interior, where 
he was handcuffed, kicked, and punched 
while being interrogated for three hours 
as to whether he was a Zionist. 

The Egyptian. authorities, the refugee 
said, issued verbal expulsion orders, never 
written ones.

The future for the 450,000 Jews in North Africa is a sombre one, 
said Mr. Moses Leavitt, the Executive Vice-Chairman of the American 
Joint Distribution Committee, at the “ Joint’s” annual convention here 


last week-end. 


The work of the “Joint” continued uninterruptedly in Morocco, 


said Mr. Leavitt. 


But between 70 and 80 per cent of the Jewish popula- 


tion, numbering approximately 190,000, were close to, if not on the verge 


of, destitution, A serious relief prob- 
lem. was therefore building up in 
Morocco. | 

The intense nationalism there was 
creating another dangerous situation 
for the Jews, he added. The concept 
of “ integration ” meant that all social 
welfare institutions, all schools, all 
communal agencies should be open 
to Jew and Arab alike. The only 


exceptions were the synagogue and . 


the mosque. | 

The theory was that since all inhabi- 
tants. had been granted equality in 
Morocco, they should cqually receive the 
benefits of whatever institutions had been 
established. No refcrence was made to 
the profound differences in cultural out- 
look. No attention was given to. the fact 
that in Western democracies religious and 
ethnic groups are free to create their 
own communal agencies which serve the 
special needs of the groups concerned. 


Moroccan Jewry. could not have estab- 
lished the few community institutions 
which existed without the’help of outside 
organisations, said Mr. Leavitt. Iintegra- 
tion threatened the whole network of 
school and community facilities which at 
present brought some measure of hope 
and alleviation into the medieval dark- 
ness in which the bulk of Moroccan Jews 
live. ‘We trust that sober second 
thoughts will show how unrealistic and 
impracticable integration 1s and that the 
Jews will be permitted to develop their 
self-help institutions in co-operation with 
overseas agencies anxious to help them,” 
he added. 

Mr. Robert Murphy, the American 
Deputy Under-Secretary of State, told 
ithe convention that.the United States 
Government had taken the lead in efforts 
to meet the immediate situation in the 
Middle East.

F.J.R.0.’s Campaign 


[COMMUNICATED] 


The general meeting of the Federa- 
tion of Jewish Relief Organisations 
was held at Shaftesbury Hotel, 
London, recently; and was presided 


over by Dr. J. M. Machover. Chair- 
man, 


. A report of the work of the FJ.R.O. 
for the current year was given by Dr. 
Machover. He said that the F.J.R.O. 
Committee in Isracl had continued to 
supply, in addition to the Government 
allocation, food to children of new 
immigrants as well as to adults who were 
in need of it. 

The F.J.R.O. clothing relief to 
Moroccan Jews on their way to Israel 
via Marseilles had increased substantially, 
so that clothing was _ re-routed to 
Marseilles, but there were still in the 
Marseilles transit camp over 7,000 await- 
ing transport to Israel. It was therefore 

necessary to send without delay as much 
clothing as possible. In all, 91 cases con- 
taining 21,331 garments and 3,017 pairs 
of shoes to the value of £8,250 had been 
sent. 

About 1,200 parcels containing material 
and medicines had been sent to the 

 ULS.S.R. These parcels had been ordered 
by individuals in this country and South 
Africa on behalf of their relatives there 

The F.J.R.O. was exploring the possi- 
bilities for clothing and other help being 
sent to Jews in Poland. ;

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CLAIMS 
CONFERENCE 


THIS week the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Claims Conference is 
meeting in New York to consider 
applications for grants for 1957, 
and, as we record elsewhere in this 
issue, Anglo-Jewry’s representatives 
have flown over to take part in the 
meeting. Naturally, the vastly 
larger part of this German compen- 
sation for inhumanity is devoted to 
rehabilitation work in Israel, as has 
often been stressed, and it plays an 
important part now jn_ that 
country’s economy. But, in addi- 
tion to the great sums flowing to 
Israel, the Jewish communities of 
the Diaspora also receive alloca- 
tions. At first, and obviously, the 


_emphasis tn the distribution of these 


funds outside Israel was on material 
relief for the victims of Nazi 
oppression. But with the inevitably 
diminishing numbers and improving 
circumstances of these individuals, 
it has become possible to utilise 


more moneys for cultural rehabili- 


tation. That, | particularly in 
Europe, there is a growing need tn 


the sphere of Jewish education and 


culture no investigator in post-war 
years would deny. — Indeed, con- 
ference after conference, since the 


London Conference of 1946, has — 


tried to cope with the problems of 
Jewish. spiritual reconstruction in 
Europe. The Claims Conference 
funds for this purpose, wisely and 
imaginatively applred, could found 
institutions and initiate projects 
normally quite beyond the limited: 


means of local communities,. In 


practice, however, the Claims Con- 
ference has, not unnaturally, relied 
upon the leadérs of the various 
communities to define their needs 
and to recommend where, within 
the. criteria. established by — the 


Claims. Conference, the moneys 


could be most usefully employed. 


In Great Britain the Claims Con- 


ference has been assisted by an 
advisory. committee of which the 
Chief Rabbi is the chairman. _ Its 
task is to sift applications and make 
recommendations to the Directors 
of the Claims Conference. Without 
a direct knowledge of local condi- 
tions, the governing body of the 
Claims Conference must necessarily 
rely upon this guidance. But in 
recent times it has become apparent 
that confidence in this advisory 


-committee’s recommendations has 


been diminishing. In the first place, 
while it has always been made clear 


that Conference funds should not 


be a substitute for local responsi- 
bilities, some institutions in Great 
Britain have been given grants, 
through the support of the advisory. 
committee, when their claims on 
the grounds of assisting persons 
who were victims of Nazi persecu- 
tion must be admitted to be rather 
thin at this time of day. Certainly 
such bodies have to their credit a 
great deal of ‘solid service in days 
gone by for refugees, and they 
remain. very worthy. objects in 
themselves. But their present 
claims rest tenuously on old laurels. 
It would be a pity were Claims 
Conference funds to: be used for 
local objects (fit for local support), 
however meritorious, at the cost of 
diverting them from the poorer 


scattered Jewish communities on. 


the Continent... One of the newest. 


applications for an allocation for . 


1957, incidentally, is on behalf of 
recently organised schools, and it 
has, it is understood, caused a split 
for the first time in the advisory 
committee. 

The advisory committee has an 
inherent drawback in one sense in 
that so many of its members are 
institutions 
which are themselves claimants for 
funds. Thus, however objective 
and impartial they may strive to be 
in their considerations, such 
members must seem to sit as judges 
in. their own cause—a proposition 
contrary to the principles of proper 
administration. Nor, as far as is 
known, has the advisory committee 
any machinery to investigate claims, 
a fact which may put its members, 
from the Chief Rabbi downwards, 
into the invidious position of sup- 
porting claims of whose. details 
they have not the fullest know- 
ledge. 

The Directors of the Claims Con- 
ference at their annual appropria- 
ion meetings cannot be unaware of

this situation, which. is not calcu- 
lated to enhance either the claims 
or the prestige of the Anglo-Jewish 
community. If British Jewry is to 
maintain its standing in the~great

An impartial and independent 
advisory committee should be 
reconstituted there should be 


adequate machinery to investigate 
claims ; and there should be a sense 
of proportion in weighing up the 
financial needs of Anglo-Jewry in 
comparison with those of the 
Continent, both institutionally and 
individually. 


THE INQUEST 


GOVERNMENT speakers put up 
the best case they could in the 
debate on their Suez policy this 
week, but no one could feel happy 
about this Parliamentary inquest. 
The long and the short of it is that 
the Government's policy has proved 
a dismal failure and Great Britain 
is the principal loser. The cost can- 
not yet be computed, and it can 
never be translated into monetary 
values because the debit side of the 
balance-sheet shows not only 
which have 


tangible nature in the fields of 
politics, diplomacy, and human 
relations. While the military opera- 
tion may have prevented .a larger 
conflagration—as the Government 
claims—it has certainly resulted: in 
a tremendous loss of — British 
prestige. It may have exposed 


Soviet aims in the Middle East. but. 


it has not eliminated Russian 
influence and does not appear to 
have weakened Nasser’s hold over 
Egypt and over a large body of 
public opinion in other Arab 
countries. 

The Israeli: campaign in Sinai, 
which preceded the Anglo-French 
occupation of Port Said, no doubt 
served to avert the Egyptian threat 
and has also succeeded in opening 
up the Gulf of Aqaba. It is, how- 
ever, too early to say to what extent 
these gains will be held. It seems 
certain that the Israelis will be 
obliged to evacuate the Sinai 
Peninsula and may also have to 
give up the Gaza Strip. The big 
question is what guarantees they 
will receive which will ensure that 


these territories are not again used 


as bases from which their security 


can be threatened. The suggestion of 


a demilitarised international zone 
running along the north-east 
boundary of Sinai deserves careful 


consideration. . The Gaza_ Strip . 


represents a different problem, for 
this is. geographically a part of 
Palestine. If the Israelis should be 
obliged to give it up, the only satis- 
factory solution would be to put it 
under United Nations adminis- 
tration. But this in turn raises the 
problem of how a settled territory 
is to be efficiently administered 
by international. body. In 
addition, the problem must be 
tackled of the Arab refugees in the 
area, numbering something in the 
region of 160,000. Are they to -be 
left where. they are, living on 
United Nations charity, or are they 
to be resettled ? And if so, where ? 
The simplest solution, of course, 
would be for them to be absorbed 
But it is 
unrealistic to suppose that. the 
Israelis would take them back 
unless they received adequate 
guarantees against attack from the 
Arab States. © Two other major 
questions have also to be settled. 
Once the Canal has been cleared, 
will the United Nations guarantee 
its freedom for Israeli shipping ? 
The previous Security Council reso- 


lution of 1951 has never been 


inplemented, andthe Israelis will 
justifiably ask for something more 
concrete than a resolution which 
was never enforced. Secondly, 
Israel must be certain that she will 
be allowed freedom of navigation 
up the Gulf of Aqaba to Elath. 
Never again must this international 
waterway be closed by Egyptian or 
any other guns. Indeed, this is a 
matter of international concern, for 
if freedom of navigation is assured, 
a very useful alternative to the 


‘Gulf of Suez will be afforded. to 


international commerce, which 
could thereby make use of the land 
route from the Red Sea to the 
Mediterranean, which is especially 
suitable for oil pipelines. 

None of these problems can be 
solved unless progress can be made 
in the sphere of Arab-Israeli rela- 
tions. Some people believe that as 
a result of the Sinai campaign 
irreparable damage has been done 


in this direction. This may not 
necessarily be true, and it is 
interesting that early last week the 
Times Correspondent in Istanbul 
was able to write that “it seems 
now possible to form an anti-Com- 
munist bloc which would include 
all countries in the Middle East 
except Syria and Egypt.” And he 
went on to indicate that Turkish 
diplomacy appeared to be directed 
to finding a way towards “a 
peaceful settlement between Israel 
and the Arab countries.” The 
diplomatic alignments in the 
Middle East have still to be 
clarified. The continuing friction 
between Israel, and the Arab States 
is one of the principal factors in 
keeping the Middle East on the 
boil and is, of course, exploited by 
the Russians for their own pur- 
poses. The United Nations, with 
strong United States support, has 
by an overwhelming majority of its 
members assumed the responsibility 
for stopping the fighting in place of 
Great Britain and France. The task 
will not have been completed unless 
it is taken further than the estab- 
lishment. of temporary armistice 
lines and leads to a policy which 
will ensure permanent peace. 


NEW PRICE 


WiTH this issue, the price of THE |

NEHRU AND ISRAEL 
‘Indian Premier’s Views Analysed 


To the. Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—In view of Mr... Nehru’s 
increasingly important rdle in world 
affairs, and ‘particularly on the Suez 
crisis, it would be interesting to trace 


briefly the development of his views 


on Israel. 

Only the other day his spokesman 
at the U.N., Mr. Krishna Menon, 
stated: “The Government of India 
recognises the State of Israel and the 
Government of Israel. We have no 
quarrels with them. We. desire to 
remain in friendly relations with them 
as with everybody, Our position [on 
the Middle East] is not the same as 
that of the Arab countries, and we do 
not hesitate to say so irrespective of 
the emotions aroused.” 

Having served as Honorary Secretary 
of the Bombay Zionist Association for 
SIX. years, and a¥ a newspaper corre- 
spondent, I had occasion not only to meet 
Nehru but to interpret his views and 
statements on Zionism and. Israel. 

In 1934 Nehru wrote that he con- 
sidered the Jews. of Palestine as the 
“tools of British imperialism.” In 1939, 
in a letter to the Jewish Apvocate, the 
organ of the Bombay Zionist Association, 
he expressed his belief in the desirability 
of Arabs and Jews getting together, after 


eliminating British imperialism, to solve . 


the Palestine problem. In 1947, at the 
first Asian Relations Conference in New 
Delhi, 1 questioned him on his views 
about the Yishuv, in view of its militant 
attitude (terrorism) towards. the British 
Mandatory Government. He answered 
that the official representative of the 
Yishuy, the Jewish Agency for Palestine, 
had not fully and unequivocally endorsed 
this attitude. It was not surprising to us 
in Bombay that the then independent 
Indian Government proposed a minority 
resolution and voted against the historic 
U.N. General Assembly resolution of 
November 29, 1947. 

Nevertheless, in 1949, during his visit 
to the United States, Nehru declared that 
“ Israel is a continuing fact and all must 
sooner or later accord it recognition.” 
On September 18, 1950, India recognised 


Israel de jure and de facto, but did not. 


exchange diplomatic representatives. In 
1952 an Isracli Consulate was permitied 
to function in Bombay. In 1955. the 
Colombo Powers (India, | Pakistan, 
Burma, Ceylon, and Indonesia) did not 
invite Israel to the Bandung Conference 
held in April: at a press conference in 
New Delhi, Nehru explained that he did 
not want controversial questions raised 
at Bandung. However, it is not generally 
known that he, together with U Nu, the 
then Burmese Prime Minister, worked for 
the modification of Colonel Nasser’s 
vehemently anti-Israeli resolution, so that 
for the first time Egypt went on record as 
contemplating “a peaceful solution to 
the, Palestine problem,” 


Last month Mr,” Nehru met Mr. 
Sharett, who was in India leading the 
Israch delegation to the second Asian 
Socialist Conference in Bombay. 

In regard to the war against Egypt, 


Nehru condemned Brijain and rance 
more emphatically. than he- did Israel, 
In the Lok Sabha (Parliament), - he 
declared, inter alia, that the Goycrnment 


of India wished to help in some way of

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Egyptian Jewry Great Past 


By JACQUES MALEH 


HERE have been Jews in 

Egypt ever since the sons of 

Jacob settled in the Biblical 
gistrict Of Goshen (in the, area 
of Mit Ghamr, tn the north-east 
of the Delta). There is a legend 
‘) Egypt that after the Exodus 
ome Jews remained in Egypt and 
went tO live in the province of 
Fayoum (Pitom), south of Cairo. 
i, was estimated that there were at 
ast 500,000 Jews in Egypt during 
the time of Philo and Flavius 
Josephus, but many of these 
disappeared after the destruction of 
Alexandria. 

Some of the Alexandrian Jews fled 
9 Damanhour (near Alexandria), to 
Mit Ghamr and Zifta (on the way 
9 Damietta and Port Said), and to 
Benha. 30 miles from Cairo, where 
they became farmers. These Jews 
were Known as the Jewish Fellahin. 
They often took Egyptian names, 
sich as. Ibrahim Wahba. 
Massoud: and Saad Lieto Ibrahim. 
The most flourishing Jewish Fellahin 
families lived at Mit Ghamr, where, 
apart from working on the land, they 
used to bake the famous matzot for 
Passover, Known as ~*~ Mit Ghamr.” 

At one time it was estimated that 
there were . about 2.000 Jewish 
‘Fellahin, but when visited Mit 
Gaamr in, 1980 I. found that only 
about six of these families still resided 
in the area. They -were no longer 
farmers. but shop: owners. Once a 
vear they still baked the matzot, under 
the supervision of the Chief Rab- 
binate of Cairo. 


Tolerant Rulers 


Under the rule of Fatimites and the 
Avoubites, between the tenth and the 
sixteenth centuries, the Jews. pro 
sressed and flourisned owing -to the 
tolerance of the Khalifs. The Cairo 
lewish community was proud to count 
among its leaders some of the most 
renowned personalities. of the Jewish 
people, such as Maimonides, who was 
Chief Rabbi. and President of the 


community. besides being the personal . 


doctor of the Court of Salah El Dine 

Fl Avoubi.. Another leader. was 
Rabbi Havm El Kapoussi, 
Under. the rule of Mohamed Aly 


early in the nineteenth century, and.

became stronger.and more prosperous,

Some of the wealthy Jews hecame 
bankers to the Court, such as Mosseri.

Now that the Egyptian rulers have 
decided to destroy. the Jewish com- 
munity @ should be recalled that the 
best and most important Feyptian 
public institutions and utilities 
founded by the Egyptian Jews. These 
include the National Bank of Egypt. 
founded by Léon Suarés and Rolo: 
the “Société des Sucreries ” (sugar 
factory): the Egyptian railways. built 
by the Bank Suarés: the Land Bank 
of Egypt: the Cheikh Fadl Society : 
the Wadi Kom Ombo Society 
(founded by the Cattaouj family): the 
Crédit Foncier Egyptien. and the first 
omnibus transport organisation, 
founded by Suarés. The rapid pro- 
gress of Egypt is due to Egyptian Jews 
and Jews from other countries. includ- 
ing Italy, France, Greece, and Britain. 
One of the most beautiful estate areas 
in Alexandria was built by 4 British 
Jew, Joseph Smouha. on a malaria- 
infested site. This. area. known. as 
“Smouha City.” has now been taken 
over by the Egyptian Government. 


important Political Role 


In the political life of Egypt’ the 


Jews have also played an important 


part. The first General Secretary. of: 
the. Watd = Party, -headed by. Saad 
Zagloul Pasha, was a Jew. the late 
Léon Castro, who foundea a French 
daily paper, LA Lipertf, to fight for 
Fevpt and the 
end of the British occupation: He 
Léon 
Castro was also. President .of. the 
Zionist Organisation. of Egypt and 
President of the Cairo Bnai B'rith 
Lodge. Saad Zaghloul, the Egyptian 
patriot, who was a friend of the 
Jewish community, saw no contradic- 
ion iw Castro holding these different 
posts, 
The first Jew. to. be elected to the © 
Egyptian Senate, for Alexandria, was 
the late Youssef Picciotto Bey. The 
Chref Rabbi of Egypt. Rabbi Haim 


Nahoum, who has now ‘resigned in 


protest against the persecution of the 
Jewish community. was nominated, by 
the late King Fouad, to the same 
Senate, together. with Youssef Aslan 
Cattaoui Pasha, who. was the Presi- 
dent of the community. In the Senate 
of 1926 there were three Jews. Two 
other Jews were also elected to the 
Chamber of. Deputies: were 


Aslan Cattaovi Bey and Rene 
Cattaoul Bey, both sons of the late 
Cattaoui. Pasha. A British. Jew. Sir 
Victor Harari Pasha. was General 
Comptrotler of the Ministry of 
Finance and became President of the 
Mortgage Bank of Eg, pt. 

In those davs the Jewish community 
of Egypt numbered about 75.000 
souls; 45,000 in Cairo. 25.000 in 
Alexandria, and in Port Said, 
fantah, Damanhour, and Benha. 
_An Alexandrian Jew, Major Jack 
Goar,.was a personal friend of the 
late King Fouad. and was a Vice- 
President of the World Maccabi 
Organisation and President of the 
Maccabi in Egypt. It was due to him 
that during the war between Egypt 
and Israel. from 1948 to 1949. the 


Maccabi Club in Alexandria and the 


Jewish Circle of Alexandria were not 
closed. And the Maccabi basket-ball 
team continued to take part in Egyp- 
lian competitions. 


Cabinet Post 


In 1923 and 1925 the President of 
the community, Youssef Aslan. Cat- 
taour Pasha. became a Cabinet Minis- 
ter, first as Minister of Finance, and 
then as Minister of Transport and 
Communications, under. the Govern- 
ments of Saad Zaghloul Pasha and 
Ahmed Ziwer Pasha, respectively, 

The situation began to deteriorate 
in 1936, after the signature. of the 
Montreux: Treaty ‘of Independence 
between Great Britain and Egypt, and 
the subsequent arrival in Egypt of the 
ex-Mufti of Palestine, Haj Amin EF! 
Hussein. 

In 1948 there were still 75,000 Jews 
in. Egypt. When, however, the 
Government of Ibrahim Abdul Hadi 
Pasha decided to intern most of them 
as “ dangerous Zionists ” and to seize 
their property and bank accounts. the 
Jews began to leave the country where 
for centuries their ancestors had lived 
in peace and had gained the respect 
of the local population. When orders 
were given to free the Jews from 
internment, 20000 of them left the 
country in-two years. Some 10,000 
Jews left Eaevpt in the following five 
years. But about 30,000 Jews stil 
remained in. Egypt, hoping for a 


change tn the situation and for peace» 


between Israel and Egypt. 

hese Jews have now lost all their 
possessions, estimated to be worth at 
least. £150,000.000, ‘The. disaster is 
complete, and jt seems that the Egyp- 
tian military Junta had planned it as 
long ago as 1952. The new rulers of 
Eevpt had made no secret of: their 
decision that.”

Was There Antisemitism ? 
| By GEORGE MIKES 


URING the victorious days 

of the revolution | was in 

Hungary, and I have just 
spent a week in Vienna interview- 
ing scores of Hungarian refugees. 
Since my return to England | have 
been asked: 
there any anti-Jewish atrocities in 
Hungary ?” My answer.is: “No, 
there was nothing of. the kind.” 
Some people believe me; most of 
them do not. They look at me 
incredulously or say ironically: 
Tell us another 


It is, indeed, hard to believe: | 
myself was not easily convinced. 
here was a strong antisemitic under- 
current in the Poznan riots; anti- 
semitism is still virulent in Poland; 
and when Communism) was last 
defeated in Hungarv, a cruel and 
terrible white terror ensued, There is, 
moreover, a Strong antisemitic tradi- 
tion in Hungary, and the fact that 
Rakosi; Gerd, and Farkas (leaders of 
the Party), Gabor Péter. the notorious 
Hungarian. Beria,. and. many. other 
prominent Communist leaders were 
Jews, cannot have helped to dispel 
the Hungarian people's traditional 
antisemitism, . Fears. of anti-Jewish 
pogroms and atrocities were  well- 
founded and reasonable. I expected 
them myself, 


But ‘probability or. reasonable 
expectation is one thing. Facts are 
another. In Vienna I interviewed 


more than a hundred refugees from 
Hungary, questioned and cross-ques- 
uoned them thoroughly, and all of 
them--including. a number of Jews— 
affirmed. most categorically that the 
word “Jew” had not been heard 
during the Hungarian. revolution. 


Three Reasons 


Why not? The answer is complex, 
but from the mass of trustworthy 
information I received there emerge, 
it seems to me, three main reasons: 

(1) While. antisemitism exjsied and 
was, in fact. gaining streng¢th in Plun- 


gary. the revolutionaries. were deter- 
mined not to follow the Communists 


and the Russians along the path of 
raciahsm. -It is the Communists, they 
say, who follow the Nazi tradition of 
asking people about their origin. For

T is just over. ten. years since a

men and women who for years had 
served the community with individual 
devotion but without collective recog- 
hition | | 

The newly-formed Union of Hebrew 
Teachers set itself the task of repair- 
Ing that omission, and it 1s interesting 
lo note that the communal educational 
conicrence provided the very first occa- 
sion when teachers as an organised 
body were officially represented by 
the Union’s delegate. 


Raising Status 


The activity of the Union through- 
oul these ten years has been directed 
along three concurrent channels : first, 
lo bring home to Hebrew teachers the 
desirability of welding themselves 
logether professionally and having a 
to speak on their behalf;

Gaining Recognition 


Turning to the second object- : that 
of gaining recognition for the Union 
from the Jewish community it has to 
be admitted at once that this has 
to be the N.U.H-1.s most 
uphill task. In its early days there was 
undisguised ill-will from the admini- 
strative authority in London, and much 
could be. written. (and indeed was 
written at the time) on their unwilling- 
ness to treat with teachers collectively 
and to accord the Union the right to 
be spokesman for the profession, How- 
ever. largely through persistent pub- 
licity, that unpleasant phase eventualiy . 
passed, to be replaced by official 
acceptance and friendly association ; 
and though it must go down in the 
record that there are sti! edrcational 
organisations which fing it not iMogical | 
to exclude the Union from their 

eliberations. in most circ'es. wiser 
counsels prevail. Thus the Union not 
onlv now has a seat én the education 
sub-committee of the London Board 


(though not on the Board itself). but 


it is also invited to be represented on 
various bodies and at hec committees 


which touch on educational work. 
Perhaps the most Important § step 


towards de iure recognition came in 
February.

members, as for example obtaining 
privileges for them in the way of book- 
purchases. and. reduced fees for 
seminars, and negotiating on their 
behalf in cases of grievance or dispute. 
This latter aspect has become increas- 
ingly important over the years, and 
in the view of the Union it 1s ‘an 
important means of helping to pro-

Protracted Discussions 


Recognition has -also meant the 
ability to negotiate for improved con- 
ditions of employment. Soon after. its 
establishment the Union submitted to 
the London Board tin 1946) a “ Mem- 
orandum on Scales of Salaries and 
Conditions. of Employment in the 
Hebrew-Teaching Profession.” This 
formed the basis for protracted. dis- 
cussions with the Board, from which 
finally emerged the first unified and 
graded salary scales, standardised and 
paid . holidays, sickness __ benefits, 
and: engagement by written contract. 
Throughout these ten years, Moreover, 
the Union has deemed it a duty to ask 
for. discussions to be reopened when- 
ever the general-economic position has 
indicated the need for a review of 
salaries or other working conditions. 
However. it is possibly im the Unton’s 
third sphere of work—that. of seeking 
to raise educational standards—that 
there has been the greatest scope for a 
positive contribution over the years. 
The term “educational standards ” 
refers both to the teachers and to the 
classroom, and it is perhaps pertinent 
to mention that right from its incep- 
tion the Union laid down as an aim 
incornorated in its Constitution : to 
encourage members to seek higher pro- 
fessional qualifications.” To this end 
the London Board was asked by tlic 
Union to arrange evening courses of 
studv,..and this practice has now 
hecome an-established custom. 

But in addition to this ultimate aim 
there is clearly a need for teachers to 
have periodic opportunity for educa- 
tional discussions and to have the 
fruits of pedagogic experience put 
hefore them. The Union has sought to 
meet this need by organising lecture 
courses {a series in 1948 on “ Aspects 
of Jewish Education” and another in 
1950 on “Educating the Jewish 


_ Jewish History,” 


by informal  study-group 
meetings on such topics as “ The Over- 
Age Beginner ” and “ The Teaching of 
by occasional meet- 
ings of its Headmasters’ Group to 
deliberate on organisational matters, 
by a provincial conference held in 
Sheffield in 1951 for northern teachers, 
and finally by the inclusion of peda- 
gogical articles in “ Hamoreh,” the 
Union's printed journal which appears 
three times a year. | 

it is obvious that through their first- 


hand ‘experience of classroom condi- 


tions teachers can contribute poten- 
tially valuable information. towards 
educational progress. They see what 
is lacking in the way of equipment, 
they know what things would most 
help them to make their teaching more 
effective and retain the interest of 
pupils, arid above all they are acutely 
aware of the factors that discourage 
long-term service among those already 
teaching and deter others from 
joining the profession. 


Recruitment and Training 


Throughout its existence the Union 
has regularly collated. evidence on 
these matters and presented it to the 
responsible authorities, A ** Memoran- 
dum on the Pedagogical Training of 


the Hebrew. Teacher” drew attention 


in 1948 to shortcomings in this field « 
another on “ The Problem of Hebrew- 
Teacher Training” set out in 1953 the 
Lnion’s views on meeting the twin 
problems of recruitment and training 
facilities. 
Hebrew examinations led to the exam- 
ining bodies accepting a number of 
recommendations on syllabuses and 
questions, 
engaged in preparing a memorandum 
on texthooks and teaching aids—a sub- 
ject of considerable importance for 
educational advancement.

This 
lower order of the A.V.O. was 
recruited: mostly from the former 
Arrow Cross rubble—the unchanging 
and unchangeable dregs of society, 
On one occasion—when the big man- 


hunt against the A.V.O. was on and 


any security policeman found aod 
recognised was strung up on the 
nearest tree or, more often, killed in 
much more cruel circumstances, an 
A.V.O. man with markedly Jewish 
features ,.was caught. The mob had 
surrounded him and were about to 
cut his throat when the leader of the 
crowd told him: “If you belonged 
to any other religion we would finish 
you off. But as it is we are 
going to let you off. Go home, and 
if you want to live get rid of. that 
damned uniform as soon as you can.” 

In other words, being a Jew saved 


this man’s life. And this is not 
rumour. or fairy tale. I heard this 
story from: an eye-witness whose 


veracity is unimpeachable « 
A Better Generation 


(3) Antisemitism is of much less 
importance to this generation than to 
the previous one. This is altogether 
a much better generation than mine. 
My university colleagues, — with 
honourable exceptions, were a poor 
lot, heroes of shady duels, chasers of 
swagegerers, imitators. of the 
habits) of the gentry and 
awakening Magyars.” This new 
generation gave me a completely dif- 
ferent impression. They seem to be 
serious: and intelligent young men, 
disciplined and keen on their studies. 
They do not hate even the Russians ; 
they only want to get rid of them. 

Anyone who refuses to believe what 
I have said should read the statement

issued by the World Jewish Congress, 


which, after thorough investigation, 
has stated publicly that there are no 
traces whatsoever of antisemitism in 


the Hungarian revolution. 


“Oh, yes.” people say to me when 
they have listened to all this, “ but 
won't there be antisemitism tater ? 
What if Hungary really becomes a 
free country ?” 


Civilised People 


1 do not know. T dim prophet. 


The possibility of some outbursts 
cannot entirely be dismissed from 
mind, Nevertheless, I feel confident 
that antisemitism, let alone anti- 
Jewish pogroms, will not be a feature 
of future Hungarian life. The Hun- 
garians are fully aware that once they 
are free, or even half-free like. the 
Poles, the sympathy of the West can 
make or mar their new life. And 
they are determined to make it. Buot 
apart from such opportunist con- 
siderations, we must give credit where 
credit 7s due: the Hungarians with 
guns in their hands and under fire 
from a ruthless and cruel enemy, 
behaved like civilised people. 1 hope 
and believe that my former compatriots 
will go en behaving lke civilised 
people. No one, by sugcesting that 
anti-Jewish outbursts are likely and 
imminent in Hungary, is doing a good 
service to. freedom or to Hungary; 
and, least ofall, to the Jews 
Hungary. —

A letter issued last-week to members 
of the Cardiff United Synagogue on 
the financial position refers to “the 
crisis We are now facing,” and states: 
_ There is owing to the bank a sum 
in the neighbourhood of £35.000: and 
Interest accrues on this amount at the 
rate of £2,000 per annum. The bank 
were promised originally that the interest 
would be regularly paid and that there 
would be yearly reductions of £3.000 per 
annum in respect of the principal owing. 
Unfortunately, with the funds at our dis- 
posal it has not been possible to carry

end there, as there is approximately 
£5,000 owing to the builders and archi- 
tects on the building. The sum of £2.200 
must be found immediately and — the 
balance will have to be paid shortly.”

Things changed after he came.

SOLDIERS’ GRAVES 
Call to Jewish Authorities 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisn CHRONICLE 


When I go to visit my parents’ 
grave at Rainham Cemetery | have 
always stopped for a few minutes at 
a grave of a Czechoslovak soldier. 
He was killed fighting for freedom in 
the last war. Presuming he had no 
next of Kin, | felt that the least I 
could do was to visit his grave every 
year. 

However, when FT went to the ceme- 
tery this year IT could not find his grave. 
Gone ‘was the miserable piece of wood 
that marked it, I was very upset about 
it, and when | came home I wrote to 
the Imperial War. Graves Commission, 
32 Grosvenor Gardens, London, $.W.1. 
All ihe inlormation | could give them 
was the boy's nationality and the block 
in which he was buried. I could not 
recall his name, 

On November 14 1 received a letter 
from the War Graves Commission, 
stating that. after great difficulty they 
had traced the grave, giving the name 
of the soldicr. the date he was killed, 
and the éxact row and number of the 
grave. Also they had obtained permis- 
sion from the Czechoslovak authori- 


ties. after they had established that he- 


had no of to erect a headstone 
over the grave This has now been 
erected and the Commission are main- 
taining the grave m good order. I am 
very grateful for the kind. consideration 
the Commission has shown.’ 

But what about the many others who 
died fighting for us and lie buried in 
our cemeteries ' ~Are they to be name- 
less and forgotten ? | 

Is it not up to our Jewish authorities 
to look into the.matter, and where the 
soldier has no next of kin is it not 
their, responsibility to see that a head- 
sione is placed on the grave? There 
is certainly no difficulty in obtaining one.

JEWS AND THE OLYMPICS — 
A Valuable Contribution 


To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRonicie 


Sir,—Joseph Finklestone’s article 
“Jews and the Olympics” (in your 
issue of November 23), is a very valu- 
able one, which I hope will encour- 
age your readers everywhere to make 
further contributions. 


The following story was told to me 
after the 1936 Olympic Games when, 
once again, the Hungarian water-polo 
players won a gold medai. Together with 
their medals, they were presented by 
Hitler with an oak sapling which they 
promptly took to the Jewish cemetery m 
Budapest to honour the grave of their 
great coach Bela Komjadi. 

Mr. Finklesione mentioned that Mrs. 
1 Elek won the ladies” foils in London. It 
is interesting to record that as Llona 
Elek-Schacherer she represented Hun- 
gary in Berlin; and that Elen Preiss 
(now Muller-Preiss), also a Jewess, repre- 
sented Austria; and Helen Mayer (who 
had a Jewish father) represented Ger- 
many. In all fairness to many Jewish 
sportsmen, especially Americans, it must 
be said that a number of Jewish athletes-— 
rightly or wrongly~—did not refuse to 
represent their countries at the 1936 
Games, but on the contrary, delighted in 
the victories of the so-called “non- 
Aryans,”  i.e., over their German 
opponents. | 

A -number of Jewish athletes were 
called to special training courses, among 
them myself, | was never good enough 
to be considered, but.a friend of mine, 
Gretel Bergman had beaten Dorothy 


Odam' (now Tyler) to’ win the British 


high-jump title. She equalled the Ger- 
man record, and received a_ personal 
invitation to attend the Games from the 
Reichsportfuehrer, who pointed out that 
her performances were not consistent 
enough to warrant ber inclusion in the 
German team. Gretel, of course, 
returned the ticket without a word by 
return of post, addressed to the Minister. 
Of course, she, or any other Jew, would 
never have accepted a German selection.

In 1952, the Carnegie Endowment 
for International Peace decided to 
initiate a series Of studies to be carried 
out by private and independent organi- 
cations and individuals on the national 
experience in and with the United 
Nations Organisation during the first 
ten years of its existence. A numbe 
of testing questions was formulated to 
be answered by national groups. The 
answers were to be given in a detached 
and scholarly manner, taking into 
account not merely the attitude of the 
various governments, but also that of 
public opynion in the individual coun- 
tries. The present volume is the Isracli 
contribution to that Series. The study 
sroup responsible for its contents, 
under the Chairmanship of Professor 
Feinberg, included some of the most 
noted Israeli scholars in the fields of 
international law and = international 
relations, 

By virtue of the General Assembly’s 
resolution 1I81(11I) on. the 
Government of Palestine ~ adopted on 
November 29, 1947, the State of Israel 
mav well be said to be entitled to count 
the United Nations Organisation 
among its parents: The story un- 
ravelled by this volume is that of a 
parent consistently refusing help to

his own child on practically all vital 
issues. It is a story of the child’s 
growing disillusionment ending in a 
virtually complete loss of confidence. 
The present volume. with its 
ever repeated tales of paper resolu- 
tions without implementation, pro- 
crastination by mere propagandistic 
discussions, toleration of every 
illegality short of the outbreak of ‘a 
real war, and repression of any serious 
attempts at a creative solution, amply 
demonstrate that such a body may be 
a stumbling block. rather than a step- 
ping stone, in the path of true human 
progress, 

Jews, it is. said. must be thankful 
where any measure of thankfulness is 
due, The present volume shows that 
the Study Group was aware of that 
duty. Such benefits as Israel has 
received from U.N. membership are 
fully recorded. They are in the main 
confined to. the fields of work of the 
Specialised agencies. But those aspects 
cannot alter the overriding feature of 
the picture. Public opinion in Israel 
understood as early as in 1954—the 
last year covered by the report—that 
the United Nations. Organisation was 
“unable to bring about real progress 
in regard to the solution of the major 
problems. outstanding between Israel 
and the Arab States.” The realistically 
minded reader might ask himself 
whether this negative statement does 
do full justice to the factual position.

This is an interesting book. especi- 
_ ally for students of the Middle East— 
and who is not, nowadays? It is in 
essence a description. of everyday 
regimental life in the Arab Legion as 
seen by the British commanding officer 
of one of its regiments towards the end 
of “the old régime ” under General 
Glubb. The book has good end-maps, 
but no index. It has two appendices, 
one on “The Legion We Knew, 

including notes about its uniforms; 
the other on “ The Tribes of Jordan.” 


In the body of the book: are well- 


written descriptions of some of. the 
antiquities of the country that the 
author was able to visit. The rest of 
the book is an account of regimental 
Management and customs, related 
with considerable pride. 

“There“are interesting reports of the 
various operations of Lt.-Col. Young's 
unit in both eastern Jordan and 
western Jordan. in particular after the 
Kibya riots and the Baghdad Pact 
riots. The author, however, only 


gives a casual mention to the rise of 
the Young Officers’ Movement: under 
Ali Abu Nuwar (who now. commands 
the Jordan Army), which eventually 
led to the dismissal of the author and 
of Glubb and most of the other British 
officers. It is clear from the book that 
the Legion made strenuous efforts to 
curb Egyptian-paid Arab infiltration 
into Israel, Lt.-Col. Young’s unit alone 
setting as many as fifty ambushes a 
night. 

Of Israel. Lt.-Col. Young says, “1 
do not underrate the Israe! Army: by 
Middle standards they 
above the average... But as he could 
only see ‘one side of. the picture, his 
political comments are very biased. He 
considers that the Jerusalem incident of 
1954 was a premeditated attack by the 
Israeli: Army : and that the massacre 
of bus-passengers in the Scorpion Pass 
on the way. to Elath was done by the 
Stern Gang! Considering that he 
regards Commander Hutchison. of 
America, ex-head of the Jordan 
Armistice Commission and the 
author of that malevolent book 
“Violent. Truce”. scrupulously 
impartial,’ 
of impartial must be “ impartial from 
the Arab*point of view ”; and it could 
hardly be otherwise, considering 
Lt.-Col, Young's position, 


SIR WINSTON’S HISTORY 


A History of the English-Speaking 
Peoples: Vol, Tl. The New World, by 
Sir Winston Churchill (Cassell, 30s.), 
covers the period from 1485 to 1688. 
It splendidly continues what has been 
rightly described as “a masterpiece 
of eloquence and exposition.” Page 
after page has its impressive and 
memorable sentences.

dream of a union and a right under- 
standing embracing Jews and Gentiles, 
cannot be wholly barred from his 
place in the forward march of liberal 
ideas,” H.H.

Mr. Gerald Reitlinger must be a 
man of extreme public spirit and 
remarkable self-possession. No Jew 
(but for the facts, one might have 
Said no human being) could have gone 
through the terrible evidence about the 
fate of European Jewry at the hands 
of the Nazis, out of which he wrote 


his book * The Final Solution,” with- 

out being overcome again and again by . 
sickened and . almost incredulous 
repulsion. Mr. Reitlinger has, how- 


ever, perceived the truth that all the 
revelations of barbarity cannot have 
their effect so long as people are con- 
tent to shrug them off as the work of 
a few extremists. He has therefore 
returned to his grisly archives and in 
his latest work, a laborious history of 
the SS. largely built. round the 
activities of that desk-bound and dis- 
passionate author of massacre, Hein- 
rich Himmler, traces that institution 
from its roots in the Freikorps of early 
Weimar days to its murderous and yet 
almost grotesque réle in the final con- 
vulsions of the Hitler Reich. 


German Guilt 


He has done this in order to. show 
that the S.S. cannot simply be made to 
act as a Scapegoat for all Germany's 
evil deeds, since these could only have 


been made possible by the connivance . 


of the major civil and military depart- 
ments of the State itself. This lesson, 
as Mr, Reitlinger generously admits 
in a footnote. has also been demon- 


strated in a work by a non-Jewish 


writer, Mr. Edward Crankshaw, in. his 


‘ book on the Gestapo, published after 


Mr. Reitlinger’s volume was in. the 
press. 
Mr. Reitlinger is right to devote 


himself to this because, 
he says) the S.S. is unlikely to revive 
in Germany, the same unwillingness 
to accept responsibility and to expect 
others to overiook what. has been done 
by Germans is still widespread there. 
The unblushing: effrontery which has 
permitted the Germans to take the lead 
on the Continent in. attacking the so- 
called Anglo-French “ aggression” in 
Egypt is revealing, and has deeper 
implications than: the fact that Col. 
Nasser has almost certainly: been 
making use of former Nazi technicians 
for military and, above all. propa- 
gandist purposes,

Military Criminals 


In analysing the situation which the 
S.S. occupied, it is possible (as Mr. 
Hugh Trevor-Roper has. suggested in 
a review of Mr. Reitlinger’s book) 
that Mr. Reitlinger is too much dis- 
posed to write off the revolutionary 
nature of the Nazi régime and to 
accept the view that any revolutionary 
tendencies were finally crushed in 
1934. This does not mean that the 
German. conservative classes are to 
be exonerated for what happened— 
Mr. Reitlinger does well to remind us 
of the utterly unconvincing nature of 


the accounts that have been given of 


the. alleged German ~“ resistance,” 
particularly where the Generals are 
concerned. On the other hand, there 
was throughout, and especially in war- 
time, a growing nihilism which cannot 
perhaps wholly be explained in terms 
of the incompetence of the Nazi 
leaders and the administrative confu- 
sion. that followed the first. major 
defeats. The S.S. did end up as an 
organisation of elements of many 
nations bound together in common 
criminality ; and as Dr. Arendt has 


shown us, ‘the separation of ‘political 
movements from any ties. of territory 


or race is one of the fundamental 
aspects of modern totalitarianism. 


Leniency 


Where Mr. Reitlinger is right, how- 
ever, is to remind us again and again 
of how leniently. the Western Allies 
treated some of the worst criminals, 
even when their outrages had been 
committed not in the darkness of 
Eastern Europe but against their own 
captured troops. The Americans have 
the worst record in this; and in the 
light of this it is not surprising that 
‘the proposal that members of the’S:S. 
should be recruited for the Germun 
Army should have been advanced as 
though it were the most natural thing 
in the -world; nor will readers of Mr. 
Reitlinger have any excuse for accept- 
ing the explanation that the armed S.S. 
were in any way separate from the 
bands of murderers which, even in this 
twentieth century of horrors, remain 
without competitors in. the ae of 
man’s brutality to man.

THE DIARY OF ANNE 
FRANK 


“IT am a remarkable person,” cried 
Anne Frank in one of the moments of 
exuberance which so infuriated Dussel, 
and in that statement lies the whole 
secret of the famous Diary. Had 
Anne not been remarkable, had she 
not had within her the makings of a 
great writer, her diary would merely 


| have been the juvenile outpourings of 


a “flapper,” and she would have 
vanished—a cipher, indistinguishable 
from the other six million dead in 
Belsen and Auschwitz. “I want to 
live on long after I am dead,” she 
wrote; and thanks to her acute vision, 
her sense of fun, and her ability to 
convey her gratitude for the gift of 
life, she is, in accordance with her own 
arrogant hope, immortalised. 
has become the Known Warrior of 
the Jewish people in Europe in the 
days of the Persecution; the symbol of 
all that is great in her race. . 
The adaptation of the diary is the work 
of the American writers, Frances Good- 
rich and Albert Hackett, and it is now 
playing at the Phoenix Theatre. It is a 
rare and Moving experience, not nearly as 
harrowing as one might fear in advance : 
for this story of eight Jewish people 
cooped together in an attic hide-out in 


Amsterdam for two years is seen through 


the eyes of a child who, at the outset, 
was thirteen—and a child chronicles 
faithfully all the trivialities and all the 
comic. situations, and sees the wider 
tragedies | in so far as they affect her 
own spiritual development. If the play 
has a fault it ts in the fact of the adapta- 
tion a so faithful to the original that 
we see the others only through Anne's 
eyes; but we can be grateful that, for 
this very reason, the action centres so 


largely upon the daily events (including

THE TALMUD 
Mishna and Gemara 
The Talmud is a great work on 


Jewish law, history, and _ folk-lore 
composed by many hundreds of 


‘rabbis in the course of some seven 


centuries. It is based on _ the 
Mishna, edited by Rabbi Judah the 
Patriarch about 200 c.e. The Mishna 
is a systematic collection, in six parts 
or “ Orders,” containing altogether 63 
books or tractates on all Jewish 
religious laws and customs which had 


accumulated since the time of Moses.’ 


The Mishna was discussed and 
elaborated in the great Palestinian and 


Babylonian colleges, and these dis-. 


cussions came to .be known = as 
the Gemara. | 
The Mishna and the Gemara 


together are called the Talmud. There 
are two versions of the Talmud extant: 
the Babylonian Talmud the 
Palestinian Talmud. The _ former, 
which was edited about 500 C.E., is the 
more important of the two, especially 
in determining Jewish law (Halacha), 
while the latter, edited about 400 c.r, 


is a Valuable source of Jewish history, 


legends, and folk-lore.

ISRAELI CHILDREN 
IN MISSION HOMES 
Several Conversions 


By a JewisH Curonicie Reporter 
Jewish children numbering 1,888 are 


still in Christian missionary homes or 


schools in Israel, I was informed by 
Mrs. Malka Fraenkel, founder and 
President of Keren Yaldenu, who has 
been on a short visit to this country. 
The purpose of Keren Yaldenu is to 
combat missionary activity among the 
Jewish children in Israel. 

Since -it was formed tn 1953, Mrs.

ten per cent declaring that they were 
“ quite likely” to marry out of the 
faith. and a further 36 per cent that 
it was “possible though unlikely.” But 
is this really so. surprising when it is 
realised that 34 per cent of the 
students who answered the survey had 
known of marriage to non-Jews in 
their immediate family ? © Moreover, 
the example set bv some of our com- 
munal leaders in this field 
exactly one to be emulated:

But the fear of the dissolution of 
the community through intermarriage 
is not, in fact, so great, because there 
iS an even greater fear. |The real 
danger ts not. that the Anglo-Jewish 
community may cease to exist.

We may become what anthropologists 
call a “ broken culture,” a group that 
preserves its label and its identity but 
loses contact. with its past.

“Judaism maintains that a man 
must be judged by his qualities, not 
by the colour of his skin.” declared 
the Haham, Rabbi Dr. S. Gaon. when 
he gave his presidential address to the 
University of London Jewish Union 
Society at Woburn House, London.

The injunc- 
tion to love one’s neighbour had been 
given in the singular, indicating that a 
love and understanding of one’s 
fcllow men related in the first place to 
individuals,

(CHANGES IN LIFE 
OF ANGLO-JEWRY 


Historical Survey 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“I think this last quarter of the 
Tercentenary period has seen much 
more rapid and revolutionary changes 
the Jewish people 
generally and of Anglo-Jewry in par- 
ticular than the three quarters which 
preceded it,” said Sir Leon Simon, the 
recently elected President of the 
London Jewish Graduates’ Associa- 
tion, giving his presidential address to 
the Association at the Horse Shoe 
Hotel, W.1. last week. Dr. J. Lesser 
(the Association's Chairman) presided. 

Sir Leon surveyed the changes which 
had taken place Guring his lifetime, say- 
ing that the year 1881 was likely to be 
remembered as an important year im 
Jewish history because of the assassina- 
tion of the comparatively inberal Russian 
Tsar, Alexander the Second. He showed 
the ¢ffects which this event had had on 
British. Jewry 

Afier making this historical survey and 
referring to outstanding personalities who 
had figured in this develooment, Sir Leon 
said i was not only in regard to numbers 
that the community today had developed

NEW DEFENCE LOAN 
Ben-Gurion : Air Force 
be Stronger

Tet Aviv 

Mr. Ben-Gurion, speaking at a 
meeting held here on Monday to 
promote the new £140,000.000 defence 
loan, .stressed that Israel's political 
struggle was not lost, 

He pointed out that the closing of 
Suez Canal had underlined Europe's 
need for an alternative seaway, 
especially for the transport of-<oil. 
With the freeing of the Gulf of Aqaba, 
Israel. he said, had become a_ link 
between the Red Sea and the Mediter- 
ranean which should serve Europe and 
Asia as. alternative to the Suez 
Canal. 


[he Prime Minisier, who. was accom- 


and

panied by representatives of the Jewish 
Agency of- economic. institutions, 
said that the Sinai campaign had three 
political aims: 
Aqaba for all shipping: secondly, to 
eliminate Sinai as a possible base for 
aggression by the Egyptian Army or by 
Fedayeen gangs; and thirdly, to prevent 
“the invader’ who had occupied the 
Gaza Strip for eight years from remaining 
there any. longer. 

He was unable to say. these 
objectives had been achieved’ or would 
be achieved in the near future, but neither, 
he said, was tt correct to claim that Israe! 
had won a military campaign and lost a 
political war. Mr. Ben-Gurion’ stressed 
that Israel's present air strength was 
inadequate in view of the number of 
Soviet ‘planes, that was reaching Syria and 
was. likely to reach Egypt. 

The new defence loan is part of a drive 
to raise funds needed to pay for the Sinai 
campaign. 

The Knesset last week passed two Bills 
to help. to meet the cost of the campaign: 


The Bills were supported by all the parties — 


except the Communists. 

Mapai speakers made it clear that the 
Bills’ provided for only. the first part of 
the burden which must -be. borne by. the 
public. 


Larger Defence Budget 


Between 7£55,000.000 and 1£60.000,000 
is expected to be raised by the end of the 
fiscal year. It is estimated that between 
1£20,000,000 will ‘be 
through levies on  transport-— 
including private cars—telephones and 
postage. 

During the past. week-end _ Israels 
leaders addressed public mectings to 
stress the need for renewed efforts to meet 
the. cost of the Sinai campaign. 

Mr. Levi Eshkol, the Finance. Minister. 
said that the Canadian Sabre ‘plancs 
which Israel had ordered would cost

defence budget this year would be much 
larger than-in the past, without. taking 
into account the new arms that might
